ofthe principle of compulsory voting 
have made their appearance, and because a 
proposal to follow the Australian formula 
is likely to be included in a new British 
Columbia electoral measure, the Financial 
Post of Toronto has endeavored to obtain 
the opinions of a fairly representative cross 
section of the Canadian public on this issue: 
Naturally enough, the inquiry has revealed 
a wide variety of views, fairly evenly divided 
between warm approval. and decided hostil- 
ity. For example, Mr. Harold Crabtree, chair- 


man of the Howard Smith Paper Mills of | 


Montreal, and a former president of the 
Canadian Manufacturers Association, 
replied: 


“I consider that the right of franchise is not |
